Kingston has emerged as a con¬ 
tender to house royal barge Glori¬ 
ana, after plans to dock the vessel 
in neighbouring Richmond were 
unexpectedly ditched. 

Kingston Council leader Council¬ 
lor Kevin Davis said he had spoken 
to Lord Sterling, who is charged 
with finding a new home for the 
barge, about mooring it in the 
royal borough. 

The move comes following a sur¬ 
prising u-turn by Richmond Coun¬ 
cil, in response to huge opposition 
to the plans from residents. 

Coun Davis said: “If Richmond 
aren’t going to do it we should con¬ 
sider finding a home for it. There 



could find permanent home in royal borough 


are definitely a few sites along the 
river front which would be perfect. 

“I’ve had a conversation with 
Lord Sterling, and we’re in discus¬ 
sions about Kingston becoming the 
home for it.” 

The Gloriana was the lead vessel 
in the Thames Diamond Jubilee 
Pageant in 2012, when a 1,000- 
strong flotilla travelled along the 
Thames to celebrate Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II’s 60-year reign. 

Until last Friday, it was widely 
expected the barge would be 
moored permanently at Orleans 
Riverside in Twickenham. 

But the plans were scrapped by 
Richmond Council following “sub¬ 
stantial” opposition to a proposed 
7m high boathouse and visitor cen¬ 
tre on the land. 

Tudor ward Councillor David 
Cunningham, lead member for 
environment and transport, said 



the Gloriana could easily be 
housed at Kingston’s barge docks 
by the entrance to Canbury 
Gardens. 

He said he had also con¬ 
tacted John Lewis about 
docking the barge out¬ 
side the store’s river¬ 
side front, but was 
still waiting for a 
response. 

Coun Cunningham 
said: “We’ve got just 
the right space to 
take it. 

“There are car parks 
there and it would make 
a tremendous attraction. 

Ros Morgan, chief executive 
of Kingstonfirst, said: “The 
prospect of Kingston becoming a 
permanent home to the Gloriana is 
incredibly exciting. 

“As the lead vessel in the Thames 


Diamond Jubilee Pageant, the Glo¬ 
riana is an important part of our 
national heritage, so it would be 
fitting that a permanent 
home is found in a 
royal borough. 

“Providing a suit¬ 
able site can be 
found, this would 
be a unique 
tourist attrac¬ 
tion for the 
town.” 

Deputy Liberal 
Democrat leader 
Coun Stephen Bris- 
ter said: “In princi¬ 
ple it would be nice to 
have it here, but the devil’s 
in the detail about where you put 
it. 

“If it was to displace other exist¬ 
ing things it’s not a necessity to 
have it here.”

Halls of residence spurned over expensive studio flats 


Tories urge rethink 
over student halls

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Kingston University needs to 
think again about how EU 
rules get in the way of build¬ 
ing student accommodation, 
ruling Conservatives have 
said. 

The university has spurn¬ 
ed the advances of devel¬ 
opers looking to build tradi¬ 
tional halls of residence 
(clusters), causing a prolifer¬ 
ation of isolated and expen¬ 
sive studio flats, Kingston 
Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said. 

Coun Davis said he was 
negotiating to “improve the 
relationship between town 
and gown”. 

But he added when the uni¬ 
versity declines to collabo¬ 
rate with contractors: “The 


developer then goes away and 
says, ‘If you do not have a for¬ 
mal relationship with me, 
clusters are not the best thing 
for me’. 

“We are just asking them to 
look at that a bit more care¬ 
fully.” 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Liz Green said she agreed 
“far too many” studio blocks 
were being built. 

But a university spokes¬ 
man said public contracts 
rules, set by the Official Jour¬ 
nal of the European Union, 
were “statutory obligations 
the university takes very 
seriously”. 

He said: “Developers pri¬ 
marily focus on building stu¬ 
dio flats that are often out of 
the price range of many of 
our students. 

“The university is commit¬ 
ted to continue working 
with the council to ensure 


appropriate accommodation 
is built that will benefit both 
our students and the 
borough.” 

The issue has also seen 
claims about how many stu¬ 
dents in existing halls attend 
Kingston University. 

Coun Davis claimed: “We 
have become a dormitory 
town for other universities.” 

A draft Tory report ap¬ 
peared to show 42 per cent of 
students in Quebec House 
and Greencoat halls studied 
elsewhere. 

But the university said the 
“vast majority” of the stu¬ 
dents were theirs. 

Rents for Quebec House 
studio flats opposite Kingston 
station - all equipped with 
flatscreen TVs - range from 
£229 to £309 per week. 

Other halls analysed in the 
report were filled with 
Kingston students.

Parliament 
is launched 

A new parliament for people 
with visual impairment has 
launched in Kingston. 

Based on youth parliaments 
and the borough’s successful 
learning disability parlia¬ 
ment, the group will eventu¬ 
ally have 10 MPs 
advocating for improved 
health, transport and other 
services. 

It has been created through 
negotiations between the 
Thomas Pocklington Trust 
(TPT), Kingston Hospital’s 
Royal Eye Unit, Kingston 
Council officers and former 
borough mayor Mary Heath- 
cote. 

Michelle Baxter Wickham, 
from TPT, said: “The idea is 
people having a say in the 
services that they use, any 
decisions made about those 
services, and about how 
those services will develop. 

“It is using the other mod¬ 
els that are around.” 

Mrs Heathcote, who has a 
visual impairment herself, 
said: “Employers should be 
encouraged not to be fright¬ 
ened of employing people 
with a visual impairment. 

“Sight problems can lead 
people to show innovation in 
the way they approach day- 
to-day issues, and they bring 
that innovation into the 
workplace.” 

Mrs Heathcote praised 
Hooman Sherafat, a doctor at 
the Royal Eye Unit, for his 
support of the project and 
said he has been a “breath of 
fresh air”. 

The TPT will also sponsor 
volunteers at the Royal Eye 
Unit - including recent Sur¬ 
rey Comet unsung hero 
David Broughton - who will 
help people newly diagnosed 
with visual impairment take 
their next steps.

Homes planned for school’s ‘unusable’ extra land 




Plans to expand and refur¬ 
bish Tolworth Girls’ School 
and build 106 new homes on 
its former playing field have 
been submitted to Kingston 
Council. 

The scheme, subject to a 
huge public consultation in 
January this year, could see 
new classrooms, arts facili¬ 
ties and a floodlit multi-use 
sports pitch. 

Headteacher Siobhan Lowe 
said the plans were “crucial” 
to respond to the borough’s 
school place crisis. 

She said: “We need a major 
capital investment in our 
school facilities and infras¬ 
tructure to maintain the high 
quality teaching and learn¬ 
ing environment which our 
students deserve. We urgent¬ 
ly need to make these im¬ 
provements and expand to 
meet demand for more 
school places in the future.

“To help finance this, we 
have decided to dispose of 
the land to the north-east of 
the school for the develop¬ 
ment of new homes.” 

The new homes would be 


built on the school’s “unus¬ 
able” extra land, she added. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis raised concerns 
about heavy traffic from the 
new residents, combined 


with increased use of the 
Tolworth Hospital site fol¬ 
lowing planned redevelop¬ 
ment. 

He added that no affordable 
housing was included in the 
plans. 

Developer Gleeson will de¬ 
molish temporary buildings 
- in continuous use since the 
1970s - to make way for the 
new facilities, including ex¬ 
panded English and music 
departments, a lecture the¬ 
atre and new entrances. 

Ageing buildings dating 
from the 1940s will be refur¬ 
bished. 

Cabinet member for 
schools, Councillor Andrea 
Craig, said: “If every devel¬ 
opment thought about school 
places, then our job would be 
a lot easier. 

“I welcome the expansion 
plans that they have - we 
need more school places.”

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A 19-year-old man was raped 
inside Kingston nightclub 
Pryzm, it has emerged. 

Police have released a 
CCTV image of a man they 
would like to speak to about 
the rape, which took place in 
the male toilets of the 
Clarence Street venue on 
Thursday, April 3. 

Officers from the 
Metropolitan Police’s sexual 
offences, exploitation and 
child abuse command have 
only this week released de¬ 
tails of the attack. 

An image from the club’s 
CCTV shows a man police 
want to speak to in connec¬ 
tion with the investigation. 

Detective Sergeant Janet 


Archibald said: “I am asking 
the man shown in the image 
to come forward and speak 
with me, since he may have 
information that would assist 
the investigation. 

“I also wish to hear from 
anyone who knows this 
man’s identity, or who has in¬ 
formation relating to the inci¬ 
dent.” 

A spokeswoman from 
Pryzm said: “Pryzm Kingston 
has extremely robust proce¬ 
dures in place to ensure the 
safety of its customers, in¬ 
cluding the use of 120 CCTV 
cameras. 

“The club’s toilet atten¬ 
dants were on duty on April 3 
and this matter was not 
brought to their attention nor 
was any alleged rape report¬ 
ed to the management team. 

“We will continue to co-op¬ 
erate with the police over this

The revamp was carried out 
in the shadow of the murder

The murder saw Kingston 
Council revoke club owner 
Luminar’s licence, before re¬ 
pealing the decision after 
agreeing a series of licensing 
conditions. 

Levan Greenfield and Bran¬ 
don Francis are both serving 
life sentences for Mr Sander¬ 
son’s murder. 

The suspect in the attack is 
believed to be in his early 
to mid 20s, about 5ft 8in and 
either Mediterranean or 
black.

Pressure on for water main repairs

Thames Water was still working to fix a 
huge water main, as we went to press on 
Tuesday, that left thousands without 
water. 

The 30in pipe burst at the Hogsmill 
sewage works at 7.30am on Saturday, and 
left about 2,000 people with either low 
water pressure or no water at all. 

A Thames Water spokeswoman said: 
“The pipe is still being fixed as it is a 
large pipe and we have to work slowly 
and carefully to avoid it bursting again. 

“Customers may well experience low 



pressure over the next couple of days as 
we work to fix the pipe.” 

Residents in Lower Marsh Lane, near¬ 
est to the sewage works, did not report 
loss of water. 

The issue affected parts of Surbiton, 
Kingston, New Malden, Twickenham 
and Mitcham. 

The David Lloyd club in the Rotunda in 
Kingston was forced to close for six hours 
on Saturday because of the burst main. 

A spokesman said: “The club re-opened 
on Sunday and is currently operating as 
normal. We apologise for any inconve¬ 
niences this may have caused.” 

Flooding outside the waste treatment 
plant had subsided by Saturday evening. 

James Giles was cycling through the 
area on Saturday, and took this picture, 
left. 

He said: “At the time, I assumed it was 
simply a little burst pipe, that was a small 
puddle, but after going through the first 
section of the route and around the cor¬ 
ner, I realised it was much worse.” 

At the time of going to press, a Thames 
Water spokeswoman said work to repair 
the pipe would continue until Sunday, 
but it was hoped all water pressure issues 
would be resolved by Tuesday evening.

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Rough sleeper dead in car park 


A rough sleeper lay dead in a Kingston 
car park while fellow homeless friends 
argued with a parking attendant - as¬ 
suming he was sleeping. 

Lucian Mildwater, 45, from Islington, 
who was known to have mental health 
issues, was found in a car park in St 
James’ Road, Kingston, on March 4. 

An inquest at West London Coroner’s 
Court on Friday, September 5, heard Mr 
Mildwater and two other homeless men 
had decided to sleep in the car park. 

The court heard the men were woken 
just after midnight by a car park atten¬ 
dant who asked them to move on, only to 
return later to find the group still there. 


It led to an argument between the at¬ 
tendant and two of the men as Mr Mild¬ 
water lay on the floor, apparently asleep. 

The police were called to deal with the 
group and found Mr Mildwater unre¬ 
sponsive, after trying to stir him. 

Paramedics were called, but he was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Toxicology results found therapeutic 
levels of morphine, codeine and antipsy¬ 
chotic drugs in Mr Mildwater’s body, 
plus signs of alcohol and cocaine. 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama ruled a 
drink and drugs related death despite 
Mr Mildwater having suffered a car¬ 
diorespiratory arrest.

Primary school head 
‘not coming back yet’

A headteacher who vowed to 
change the fortunes of a primary 
school rated inadequate by Ofst- 
ed inspectors within a year, will 
not be returning “for a period of 
time”. 

Emma Kelty joined Knollmead 
Primary School in Tolworth last 
September, weeks after inspec¬ 
tors visited the school and placed 
it in a category of concern with 
several “serious weaknesses”. 

In October, Ms Kelty gave an 
interview to the Kingston 
Guardian in which she pledged 
to turn Knollmead into an out¬ 
standing school within a year of 
her headship. 

But two weeks ago, parents 
were informed by letter that she 
would not be back for the new 
term - and it is unclear when or 
if she will return. 

The letter, from chairman of 
governors Diana Brotherston, 
read: “I am writing to you in my 
capacity as chair of governors to 


inform you that unfortunately 
Ms Kelty will not be in school for 
a period of time.” 

The letter adds that arrange¬ 
ments have been made with 
Coombe Schools Federation - 
which has formed a partnership 
with Knollmead to help it 
improve. 

No details have been given for 
Ms Kelty’s sudden departure - 
and she had not responded to 
attempts by the Kingston 
Guardian to contact her at the 
time of going to press. 

Burlington Junior School 
headteacher Pip Utting will lead 
the school in the interim. 

Kingston Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Kevin Davis said: “It is 
interesting and I am sure people 
are worried about it. 

“Unless I know what’s going on 
in the internal politics it’s diffi¬ 
cult to know whether it is good or 
bad. 

“Somebody has clearly taken a 
decision that it is time for a 
change. What we don’t know is if 
it’s the head or the governors or 
the head of Coombe.” 

Liberal Democrat leader 


Councillor Liz Green said: “It is 
not the norm for a head to come 
in for a year and then step down. 

“I don’t know what the circum¬ 
stances are.” 

When Ms Kelty joined 
Knollmead, she told the Kingston 
Guardian: “I know that we will 
rise to be outstanding within the 
year due to the wonderful and 
unfaltering dedication of the 
staff here at Knollmead. 

“I am very proud to join 
Knollmead Primary School at 
this exciting time and we intend 
to build on the sterling work 
already undertaken in order to 
propel Knollmead into an inspi¬ 
rational hub where learning 
boundaries are challenged every¬ 
day by everyone. 

“I, the staff and friends of 
Knollmead are steadfast in want¬ 
ing only the best for the children 
and together we will achieve our 
aspirations.” 

The latest inspection at the 
school in March this year found 
it was “making reasonable 
progress towards the removal 
of the serious weaknesses 
designation”. 


School governor and neighbours 
voice fear over 12m mast near pub 


Residents have been left angered 
by two mobile phone companies 
hoping to put up a giant phone 
mast in front of a disused 
Kingston pub. 

Vodafone and 02 have teamed 
up and submitted a planning ap¬ 
plication to Kingston Council 
asking to put up a 12.5m mast to 
improve 3G and 4G smart phone 
connections in Kingston. 

But residents believe the pro¬ 
posed mast outside the former 
Richmond Park Tavern, at the 
junction of Acre Road and Kings 
Road, could be a health hazard. 

Latchmere School governor 
Andree Frieze said: “There is 
still much debate over the ill ef¬ 
fects of such masts, and in fact, 
New Zealand, Sweden, Italy, Aus¬ 
tralia and parts of the US have 
banned mobile phone masts from 
being erected within a mile of all 
schools, nurseries and residen¬ 
tial areas to protect children’s 
health.”

She added her school had not 
been contacted about the pro¬ 
posed mast, as expected by plan¬ 
ning policy guidance, but 
neighbouring St Agatha’s 
Catholic School had. 

Council documents submitted 
on behalf of the telephone 
providers stated: “The alterna¬ 
tive to this would be to propose 


separate installations for both 
Vodafone and 02 which, it is con¬ 
sidered, is certain to have a 
greater impact. 

“Utilising a mast with a slim 
and unfussy design to keep im¬ 
pact to a minimum. This is the 
most suitable design available. 

“The proposal strikes an appro¬ 
priate balance between opera¬ 
tional and environmental 
considerations.” 

But Park Road resident Caro¬ 
line Scott said the mast in front 
of the Grade II listed buildings of 
the Keep and St Agatha’s Church 
“must not be allowed”. 

She said: “The council needs to 
respect, preserve, enhance and 
increase the green spaces in the 
borough before Kingston and the 
surrounding area turns in 
to one big, ugly concrete 
jungle.”

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Former Libyan child soldier jailed over park stabbing 

Stab teen behind bars

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A former child soldier in the 
Libyan army has been jailed for 
stabbing a teenager in a New 
Malden park. 

Basel Giuma Elmaarfi, 18, of 
Robin Hood Way, Kingston, 
stabbed his 16-year-old victim 
with a kitchen knife in Blagdon 
Park on July 3 last year, in a row 
over a phone, a court heard. 

His victim was found slumped 
outside KFC in New Malden High 
Street shortly after the attack. 

Four days later Elmaarfi carved 
the first initial of his street name 
on to the body of a man who had 
been beaten unconscious, the 
court heard. 

Elmaarfi, the son of a Libyan 
army general, was due to stand 
trial last Tuesday but changed 
his plea to guilty at Kingston 
Crown Court late on. 

He admitted unlawful wound¬ 
ing and possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Loades 
said the altercation began after 
the victim took Elmaarfi’s 
iPhone. 

Defence counsel Elroy Claxton 
said: “Had he gone home without 
his phone we would not be 
here. 

“The phone was put on the shoe 
of the victim and any attempt to 



try to take the phone, the victim 
was trying to kick. 

“The victim is a man of some 
reputation in the area as being 
from a gang. 

“He [Elmaarfi] was fearful that 
if he did go down to pick up the 
phone he would be kicked.” 

Mr Claxton said the confronta¬ 
tion was filmed on another phone 
and Elmaarfi’s mother insulted. 

He added: “This young man is 
remorseful over what happened. 
His mantra is he did not intend to 
hurt anybody. All he wanted was 
his phone.” 

But recorder Silas Reid said 
provocation by the victim was 
still “not one shred” of a reason 
to stab him. 

He said despite the long term ef¬ 
fects of being recruited as a child 
soldier in his native Libya before 


coming to the UK, the “disturb¬ 
ing” crime Elmaarfi committed 
four days after the stabbing was 
an aggravating factor. 

The teenager carved the letter 
T on to the abdomen of an uncon¬ 
scious man using a stick, repre¬ 
senting his street name “Tabs”. 

He was given a youth rehabili¬ 
tation order for actual bodily 
harm. 

Recorder Reid said: “That’s a 
disturbing incident, which casts 
worry over your future be¬ 
haviour. 

“Knives are a menace. You are 
very lucky, as is your victim [in] 
that he did not die. 

“It is time for you to grow up 
and realise the consequences of 
your actions. Choose your 
friends and your activities more 
wisely than you have been. 

“You are unlikely ever to be 
tried as leniently as you have 
been today. You are 18, you are a 
man. In the future you will be 
tried as the man that you are.” 

Elmaarfi was sentenced to 18 
months in jail for unlawful 
wounding and nine months for 
possessing an offensive weapon, 
to run concurrently. 

His victim was left with a perfo¬ 
rated bowl and went on life sup¬ 
port when he was admitted to St 
George’s Hospital. 

He spent five days in hospital 
but had no lasting damage from 
the single stab wound to his 
stomach.

A former MP has hit out at rail 
bosses for overlooking a suggest¬ 
ed disabled access route into 
Chessington South station. 

Andrew Mackinlay, former 
Labour MP for Thurrock - who 
lives in Chessington - said a 
closed sloping path in Garrison 
Lane should be opened for use. 

He said: “It has a gentle gradi¬ 
ent from the platform to the high¬ 
way. This access has been 
padlocked and fenced for quite a 
while. 

“It really is a scandalous and 
indefensible situation, substan¬ 
tially disadvantaging thousands 
of people [who] use the 


station every year.” 

But a spokesman for South 
West Trains and Network Rail 
said: “The slope in question at 
Chessington South has never 
been an official route to the 
platform. 

“[It] is not compliant with dis¬ 
ability access legislation and is 
therefore kept locked for the safe¬ 
ty of passengers, particularly 
those with reduced mobility. 

“Nearby Surbiton, New Malden 
and Worcester Park stations are 
fully accessible, and anyone who 
requires assistance is encour¬ 
aged to book ahead through our 
assisted travel team.” 

Though they have full disabled 
access, those stations are signifi¬ 
cantly busier than Chessington 
South. 

Worcester Park, the least 


well-used of the three, saw 1.3m 
passengers pass through barri¬ 
ers in 2012-13, compared with just 
246,000 at Chessington South. 

Chessington South Councillor 
Rachel Reid said: “I don’t 
buy that as an excuse - that’s 
shocking. 

“From Chessington it’s not 
even a direct bus to New Malden. 

“Surbiton, I could vaguely have 
let them get away with.” 

She added the case for improv¬ 
ing access at Garrison Lane was 
“obvious”. 

Mr Mackinlay said: “Their re¬ 
sponse is both bureaucratic and 
boorish. 

“I am not suggesting that it is in 
a condition to be reopened this 
afternoon.”

Safer cycling also 
means obeying law 


I am a cyclist but even so, I was 
surprised to learn of the millions 
which were proposed to be spent 
on the mini-Holland in Kingston. 

Especially as this did not seem 
to be a project to make cycling 
safer. Now it appears that the 
council is being asked to spend 
millions more. 

The media campaign for safer 
cycling is to be commended, but 
the campaign has been very one 
sided most of the time. There 
have been constant reports on 
the attitude of drivers to cyclists, 
but very little on the attitude of 
cyclists to other road users. 

For six years I commuted to 
work, on a scooter, from 
Kingston to Westminster and 
throughout that time observed 
most, and I do mean most, cy¬ 
clists not only riding on pave¬ 
ments and jumping red lights, 
but also rarely slowing down 


when traffic stopped at zebra 
crossings. 

They are always protesting 
about drivers putting them at 
risk, but never seem to give a 
thought about the people they 
put at risk. 

And the people who are mostly 
put at risk by cyclists are those 
who are less able to get out of 
their way - namely children and 
the elderly. Cyclists need to re¬ 
alise that traffic laws are made 
for the public good and no one 
has the right to pick and choose 
which laws they obey and which 
they do not. 

Recently, while driving through 
Richmond Park I almost collided 
with a cyclist who was cycling 
the wrong way around the 
roundabout near Kingston Gate. 

He was very angry, and tried to 
insist that he had the right of 
way. 


Also, while commuting to 
London along Priory Lane, 
cyclists regularly used the 
road when there was a cycle 
lane on the pavement - which 
was not used very much by 
pedestrians. 

This did not hold me up but reg¬ 
ularly held up drivers. 

Cyclists must realise that if 
they deliberately antagonise 
drivers, then drivers will be an¬ 
tagonised and their safety put at 
risk. 

Before we spend those pro¬ 
posed millions on cyclists, I think 
all those in authority should 
make it clear that none of the 
millions will be spent until cy¬ 
clists give the same considera¬ 
tion to other road users as they 
demand those other regular 
users give to them.

That, says playwright 
Stephen Brown, is the 
biggest problem for most 
budding Becketts. 

He says: “The first tip for 
any writer is just to write, 
and enjoy it. The one thing 
you can guarantee is that if 
you never write, you’ll 
never have anything writ¬ 
ten. If you can just find 
even half an hour here or 
there to write, that I think 
is one of the most impor¬ 
tant things.” 

Brown is about to begin a 
12-week play writing 
course at the Rose The¬ 
atre in Kingston, 
in which he 


takes students through the 
process of writing for the 
stage, from concept to per¬ 
formance. 

Brown says: “I try to get 
everybody in the group to 
write a full length play 
over the 12 weeks. Not ev¬ 
erybody manages to get to 
the end of the script, but I 
would say a substantial 
amount of people do. 

“We really encourage 
people just to go for it - 
just write a lot of stuff. 

“One of the big things I 
focus on is getting people 
to overcome their fears 
and doubts and to just get 
on with writing.

group to write for two min¬ 
utes - whatever comes into 
their heads, just write it 
down. 

“Even if you end up writ¬ 
ing ‘I am writing, I am 
writing’ over and over, it 
still helps you get the cre¬ 
ative juices flowing.” 

Although playwriting dif¬ 
fers to screenwriting and 
novel writing, the essential 
ingredient behind any 
work of creative fiction is 
largely the same - there 
must be conflict. 

Brown says: “There 
needs to be forward mo¬ 
mentum, you need to see 
the characters change 
through time. The good 
thing about theatre is you 


don’t have to have huge 
dramatic set-pieces to have 
impact. Little emotional 
moments can have an enor¬ 
mous effect. 

“In theatre you can focus 
on characters and slowly 
reveal changes to them - I 
would first focus on how 
the characters come alive 
rather than worrying 
about the plot.” 

Although writing cre¬ 
atively is incredibly hard 
work, the rewards are even 
greater, says Brown. 

“The first time you see a 
performance of your work, 
with actors saying words 
you wrote and giving them 
meaning - it’s extraor¬ 
dinary,” he says. ^ 
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Read the script: Going 
on a course may help to 
get over writers' block

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Leading road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
(1AM) has issued a warning to 
drivers to stay on their guard on 
their daily commute, as distracted 
youngsters make their way home 
from school. 

Many schools in England return 
ed from the summer break last 
week, and, as is the case each year, 
the risk of an accident becomes 
significantly greater as the school 
run brings with it a 20 per cent 
growth in rush hour traffic. 

While much has been said about 
watching out for youngsters on 
their way to school, the 1AM has 
warned that a greater risk comes 
on the way home - where under 
16s are more likely to be 
distracted by playing with their 
friends, listening to music or 
interacting on social media on 
their phones. 

Existing research from the 
Department for Transport's 
THINK! initiative showed that 62 
per cent of 11-16-year-olds admit 
to being distracted by talking to 
friends as they cross the road, a 
similar number had to stop a 
friend from having an accident by 


either pulling them back or calling 
out. 

Thirty six per cent of girls and 25 
per cent of boys say they get 
distracted by using their mobile 
phones. 

Neil Greig, 1AM director of policy 
and research, said: "Technology 
has moved on at such a pace, it is 


clear that youngsters are being 
distracted by the myriad of 
portable entertainment devices 
available to them." 

An existing report 
commissioned by the 
Parliamentary Advisory Council 
for Transport Safety (PACTS) and 
supported by the 1AM called 


Stepping Out looked at trends in 
pedestrian safety. 

It found children are more likely 
to be injured in spring and 
summer (excluding August) and 
more likely to be injured as 
pedestrians on weekdays at 
morning and afternoon school 
times. 

It also found the age at which 
pedestrians are most at risk is 12 
years old. 

The research showed while there 
were naturally peaks in casualties 
between 7 and 9am (15 per cent of 
child pedestrian casualties being 
in this two-hour period), there was 
an even greater peak between 3 
and 5pm (nearly 23 per cent 
during these times) suggesting 
that while children may be driven 
to school, they make their own 
way home in the afternoon - 
making this a more crucial time 
for drivers to be aware of young 
pedestrians. 

The 1AM also urged drivers to be 
more vigilant in rural or remote 
areas, as the findings showed 70 
per cent of child casualties were 
injured on sections of road not at 
or near a pedestrian crossing. 


Jodie backs 

Former model and mum of one 
Jodie Kidd is backing a campaign 
to abolish VAT on child car seats. 

She has teamed up with 
Halfords to gather signatures for 
a petition calling for the EU to 
abolish the five per cent VAT 
currently added to every child 
car seat sold in the UK. 

Child car seat VAT is estimated 
to cost parents in the UK more 
than £31 million a year - not 
taking into account 
grandparents, aunts and uncles 
who may be purchasing 
additional car 
seats - while 
children's clothing 
enjoys a zero rate. 

Jodie said: "As a 
keen driver and a 
mum, I think it's 
unfair that parents 
and grandparents 
are being 
penalised for 
trying to give their 
children the best 
start in life. 

"Car safety is

money for millions of families." 

Jodie will work with Halfords 
on a variety of autumn winter, 
Christmas and digital campaigns 
over the next six months.
